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DETAILED ACTION 


Reissue Applications 

1 . Applicant is notified that any subsequent amendment to the specification and/or 
claims must comply with 37 CFR 1 .173(b). In addition, when any substantive 
amendment is filed in the reissue application, which amendment otherwise places the 
reissue application in condition for allowance, a supplemental oath/declaration will be 
required. See MPEP § 1414.01 . 

The amendment to the claims filed 08/03/07 is still improper under 37 CFR 
1 .173(b)(2). Claims 22+ are newly added claims to the original patent claims. Therefore 
they must always be presented as underlined in their entirety. There should be no 
bracketing for deleted language (that is only done for patent claims). Language deleted 
from newly added claims should always be just taken out. Also, the amendment to the 
drawings filed 01/30/03 is improper under 37 CFR 1 .173(b)(3). Each figure that is 
amended must be identified as "Amended". 

2. This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .1 72(a) as lacking the written 
consent of all assignees owning an undivided interest in the patent. The consent of the 
assignee must be in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .172. See MPEP § 1410.01 . A proper 
assent of the assignee in compliance with 37 CFR 1.172 and 3.73 is required in reply to 
this Office action. 
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The Rule 3.73(b) statement filed 8/03/07 indicates Intel is the Assignee. 
However this is different from the consent statement filed 03/05/02 which indicates 
Omnipoint Corporation as the assignee. Consent statement needs to be made by the 
same assignee as the Rule 3.73(b) statement. Therefore, Intel needs to make a 
consent statement indicating they consent to this reissue. 

In broadening reissues such as this, the declaration must be signed by all of the 
inventors. They cannot be signed by the assignee. Therefore, the declarations filed 
02/09/04 and 08/03/07 are improper. Also in the reissue declaration, since the errors 
being corrected are directed to the claims, they need to be identified as "claiming more 
or less than they had a right to claim" not as "other errors".
